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STATEMENT OF REASONS FORALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present claims 
are allowable over the closest prior art to Lee et al. (US 2003/0134153). Lee et al. fails to teach 
or suggest the use of a circumferentially textured AlMg/NiP substrate as is now required by all of 
the claims. Lee et al. is directed to the problem of using glass substrates in magnetic recording 
media and achieving suitable OR M rt values (see paragraph 13 for example). Thus, there is no 
motivation to substitute a AlMg/NiP substrate for the glass substrate taught by Lee et al. The 
reference teaches away from making such a substitution.
